By 
removing this top portion there will be 
a smaller area of wood-work above 
water, and the dredge will not run so 
great a risk: in any storm she itay en- 
counter as she might have if this bad 
been left on. The dredge is equipped 
with fine machinery, and around this 
a strong bulwark is being; constructed 
in order to keep out any wavea that 
might be inclined to wash over the 
dredge.
